Set in Ghana, this novel is the story of the struggle of men and women - African 
and English alike - who belong "between yesterday and today", people who despite lifelong 
efforts, have remained "this side of Jordan", the Jordan of confident self-knowledge and 
secure placement in today's world and way of life. The sketchy plot is present only as an 
embellishment to the author's thesis; but in so far as it exists, it is carried in four 
strains: by the three British couples of varied age groups who hate Africa but cling to it 
with the desperate knowledge that they have no place in England and are rapidly losing 
their last foothold in Africa; and, above all, the young African schoolteacher, Nathaniel 
Amegbe, who represents the problem of inadequately educated and only partially westernized 
African youth. "Because they had more education than the majority in this country, they 
wanted important and significant jobs, jobs for which they were not qualified. The past 
was dead for them, but the future would never be realized." The pagan beliefs and customs 
of these people have been almost, but not completely undermined by western indoctrination 
but not replaced by it. Continually taunting him is the voice saying repeatedly, "The city 
of strangers is your city, and the God of conquerors is your God, and strange speech is in rd 
your mouth, and you have no home." Significant side-issues and incidents are numerous and 
serve to complete the whole - one of pathetic and at times cynical observation. Hope - 
illusory, deceptive, and unproductive as it is - appears only at the end. And even then 
one has the feeling that the result is bound to be as empty and as discouraging as before.

Set against a background of eighteenth century Europe, a continent torn by 
religious and political conflict, comes a story of Ram, soldier of fortune. Torn from 
his French family by the ravages of the Battle of Ramillies, the child is brought up 
by an English foster family. Throughout his life, which takes him to India and finally 
under General Oglethorpe, to the colony of Georgia, Ram and his real father, an ardent 
Jacobite, find themselves in conflict. In the process of acquiring a fortune and ac- 
quitting himselfas a brilliant soldier and defender of the weak, Ram manages to involve 
himself carnally with a half dozen women, all of whom prove to have less stamina or 
good fortune than he, and must therefore part from him under a variety of unfortunate 
circumstances. Ram's life ends in the colonies, after he has established the true 
source of his birth, and seduced his foster sister, thereby acquiring an heir. It is 
a tomahawk which finally quiets the somewhat over-active libido of the hero and puts 
an end to the endless petty heroics which make up this book. Albeit, the period em- 
braced herein is a complex and interesting one, but Winchcombe Taylor has used it 
merely as a backdrop for scantily drawn characters involved in stereotyped gestures 
which are neither engrossing or meaningful. Nor do the characters act as a vehicle 
by which really to clarify the nature of the controversies which involved France, 
England and Spain in continual conflict during the first half of the century. This is 
a big book of little interest and even its attempts at lasciviousness are not strong 
enough to bring it an audience among the less discriminating readers of pseudo histo- 
rical romance.

A first novel from a well-known playwright inevitably has the earmarks of

associates with Noel Coward. And the overall picture affords endless opportunities. 
Unfortunately, Noel Coward does not seem to have made up his mind which of two plots

He pursues first one thread, then the other, and 
while the affaire and all its complications of chicken pox and sexual deviations 
proceeds to a happy ending, the preparations for the royal visit come to complete 
disaster without beginning to explore the possibilities.

"In Mexico City there is never tragedy but only outrage", says the poetic 
and tormented voice of this tumultuous philosophical and political novel. Through

frenzied orgiastic whirl; the artists and intellectuals who feel bound to and at the 
same time cut off from Europe; the denizens of the twilight world of the bordello

This is a sequel to High Are the Mountains (published February 1959 and reviewed 
by the Service on p. 103 of that year ). If that book is not fresh in memory, it is es- 
sential for understanding to read the synopsis which appears at the end of this book, since 
personalities, facts of early life and historical backgrounds are vital. It is the story 
of the crusade of the northern French against the Albigensians of the south, in an effort 
to root out the heresy (and strengthen the French power). Central to the story is a 
fictional (or at any rate almost legendary) figure of the bastard Wolf de Foix, whose life 
is dominated by his thirst for vengeance against Simon de Montfort. In 1211 de Montfort 
attacked Toulouse - and ultimately at a moment of dubious triumph- de Montfort is accidentally 
killed. The early 13th century provides an incredibly complex picture; this book for the 
average reader will confuse him further, for the personalities- both historical and fictional- 
and the obscure issues, Catholic vs Cathars (Albigensians )- never quite come clear. For the 
uniquely well-informed, however, this is superior fare.

Desperately 
short of money and burdened by an infant, she seeks shelter in a Bank Street house run by 
an eccentric whose life work it is to collect the miserable and helpless about her, give 
them shelter and foster their inadequacies.

When this, too, 
fails, she turns to her own resources, her literary insight and innate honesty, and returns 
stoically to her husband and their remote mountain home. A highly introspective book, which 
successfully conveys a mood of depression, but in which neither character nor situation 
rises above the dreariness of the predicament, this is a feminine half sister of Godot and

As varied in color as the coat Joseph wore is the pattern of the Jewish community 
in Israel. Here, in a collection of short and concise stories by the son and heir of 
Viscount Samuel, is a fictional depiction of the new and heterogeneous community of European 
Jews, Sabra, English, Moslem, and American. A small time criminal loses a fortune in a 
clumsy swindle; a Polish Jew avenges his family's murder; an English official is nearly 
destroyed by his failure to recognize the intricacies of the Arab temperament; a man com- © 
pliments himself on his luck at the very moment that his luck totally deserts him; a “chalutz’' 
puts his love of cabbage before his diplomatic duty. Subtly tinged with irony, these stories, 
taken as a whole, reveal the complex pattern of the Jewish state. Taken individually they are 
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succinct vignettes of character and situation. Edwin Samuel uses a totally ob- 
jective style to achieve an effect which is almost surreal in its sharpness. A 
valuable addition to the short-story library, this book by the author of A Cottage 
in Galilee should be read with interest by both Jewish and non-Jewish readers.

A TOUCH OF JOSHUA $3.95 


Joshua Newton, a petulant to truculent drama teacher, is really responsible 
for the car collision with Marianne Marsh which takes the life of his wife, Cynthia, 
and leaves him with a pair of broken legs and a sense of injustice which is even 
harder to heal. Joshua, during the weeks of inactivity to follow, becomes increasing- 
ly recriminatory- and his grief for Cynthia is something less than the grievances he 
bears- particularly against Marianne who tries to be helpful (and is, with the son he 
neglects). His self-pitying, self-centered withdrawal is finally capped by a bout 
with pneumonia, and his recovery is only possible with his acceptance of his own guilt 
and of Marianne's cheerful presence....

A first novel and a powerful one, in a story of the First Crusade and the 
sack of Jerusalem. France of the 11th century backgrounds the first part of the 
story when Justin of the fief of Aere wedded lovely young Yolanze of Sacrebois- 
Yolanze who did not quite know with whom she was in love,- Guillaume, landless knight 
of her father's household, or Philip, father of Justin, or Justin himself. And it 
was this uncertainty that was to dog her footsteps through her life. Those days of so- 
called chivalry had strange mores, and Chloe Gartner gives great vitality to her 
picture of the life-and the people.

Lengyel, Cornel Doubleday 
I, BENEDICT ARNOLD: The Anatomy of Treason $3.95 


The fascinating story of Arnold's defection from the Rebel cause is here 
given its first dramatic narrative treatment by Cornel Lengyel, known for Four Days 
in July: The Story Behind the Declaration of Independence. Lengyel fastens upon the 
character of the man, a buccaneer type of high courage and aims if not ideals, and 
portrays the hero of the Revolution as he turns archtraitor. His assault on Quebec, 
his seizing Burgoyne's redoubt at Bemis Heights, his fending for Connecticut's shores, 
all his greatnesses became eroded with inter-officer bickerings, the call of court 
martials, the refusal of the Continental Congress to reimburse him for supplies, the 
wound that kept him from active command, the action of Reed against him in Philadelphia, 
where he became an unpopular military governor and married the young but worldly Peggy 
Shippen. When the keep of West Point fell to him by design, his opportunity to offer 
the last great Rebel stronghold to Clinton and destroy the Rebel cause gave rise to 
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dark doings on the Hudson. Major Andre's story is tellingly narrated, and the ironic 
circumstance of his capture by three men looking out for smugglers when he had reached 
neutral ground, is well told. Lengyel drops Arnold after his discovery and flight, @ 
simply remarking on the aftermath. Sound but superficial, with exciting pace. Good 

reading. Lengyel drew from the primary sources -- including the coded letters that passed 
between Arnold and Andre.

Rosalie Lieberman continues the story of Brother Angelo, the lay brother endowed 
with unusual spiritual gifts, which was begun in The Man Who Sold Christmas. Brother 
Angelo is a mixed blessing to his community: innocent, humble, in direct communication with 
the Lord, he is apt to both disrupt and edify his more organization-minded brethren. He's 
sent to New York to take over the menial but essential duties of St. Lawrence's Priory but 
his harassed superiors find that Brother Angelo is incapable of remaining unobtrusive.

A novel in the youth-of-a-writer tradition results in the seemingly inevitable 
burgeoning of taut sensibilities and total recall. Norm MacLeod is born and bred in Butte, 
Montana, Depression era. MacCuish's MacLeod is a dreamer who rises to fury in moments of 
crisis. When his father is doomed by silicosis, Norm leaves school and takes to the mine, 
where he meets and loses his first great friend, Tango. With Tango's death, his mother and 
sister back East, Norm's boyhood is over and he enlists. The bulk of the book is bound up 
with the war -- the tough sergeant in boot camp, the endless rotgut language, the Marine 
landings on Pacific atolls and the close-in fight with fear, more real than the other enemy 
in its constancy. Only Hudge, the grade-B movie hero stamped genuine, remains uncorroded 
by it; Norm feels responsible for a superior's death, finds others even more culpable. One 
youngster, Wages, constantly endangers his fellows by his panic; his death leaves Norm free 
to find his wife in Arizona. As Tango's girl provided his first sex experience, Wages’ 
wife is his first love- and Norm continues his pattern of taking up where his friends had 
left off....

reputation. After his death, a general home and office housecleaning destroyed most 
of his personal papers, eliminating much of Henriques' advantage of propinquity. It 
became necessary to do substantial detective work, even in the files of competitors, 
in order that the book be written at all. That the author came to have a great af- 
fection for his topic he attributes as much to the fine character of the man as to the 
excitement of the times in which he lived. Without duplicating Henriques’ researches, 
it may appear he has given Samuel too peaceful and too honest a nature for one so 
closely involved in the most vivid economic battle of the century. On the other hand, 
it is the outcome of that battle, the enduring unity of the British-Dutch amalgamation 
that resulted in Royal Dutch Shell, that remains as a monument to the lifework of 
Marcus Samuel, long after the warrior is gone.

Written by the 1953 Pulitzer Prize winner for History (Zhe Era of Good Feelings), 
this definitive biography of an 18th century American statesman is also an account of 
the large, wealthy and argumentative family to which he belonged and the part they 
played in politics and society in New York State. A true child of the 18th century, 
interested in everything, Livingston was born in 1746 to one of the great land-owning 
New York families and was named for his father, the first Robert R. Livingston, who had 
married into the important Beekman clan. A convinced aristocrat living in luxury at his 
great estate on the Hudson, Clermont, Livingston early lost his loyalty to the Crown. 

He served as a member of the 2nd Continental Congress, helped formulate the New York 
State Constitution, and in 1777 was named Chancellor of the State, a position he filled 
with brilliance until 1781, when he became Secretary of Foreign Affairs for the Congress. 
A jurist, not a soldier, in the Revolution, he advised Washington, saw Clermont burned 
by Burgoyne, rebuilt it, indulged in advanced scientific experiments in farming, and - 
as was usual with the Livingstons- quarreled with his relatives. In 1801 Jefferson sent 
him to France as Ambassador, where he played a mysterious part in the Louisiana Purchase 
negotiations, and became interested in steamboats and also in merino sheep, which he 
imported to Clermont. Returning to America, he backed Robert Fulton financially and 

was a passenger on the first steamboat to steam past Clermont, where he died in 1813. 
Written with humor and sympathy but suffering at times from a plethora of Livingstons, 
this well-documented and specialized book will appeal to New Yorkers with 18th century 
roots and to students of New York and early American political, social, legal, agri- 
cultural and familial history.

COMMUNISM AND THE CHURCHES $7.50 
* This comprehensive, objective and highly detailed book is part of a study by 
the Fund for the Republic on Communism in American Life. As the author makes clear the 
book is not to be construed as simply an examination of Communism ‘7 the churches or 
as an expose of ecclesiastical intrigue. Though he deals with special instances of 
clerical affiliation with Communist organizations he presents a broad and general pic- 
ture of Church attitudes toward a number of crises - from the Bolshevik Revolution to 
the Air Force assertion in 1960 that Communists and fellow-travelers had infilitrated 
into the churches. He says that though the Communist Party in America never did under- 
take a full-scale campaign of subversion they did seek, sporadically, to infiltrate 
Church groups through the device of the front organization - mainly after the twenties 
in the effort to achieve a United Front- and that they were most successful when the 
interests of the U.S. and Russia were interwined, during World War II. Though he deals 
with Communist activity in all church affiliations (Catholics, especially, were reached 
through labor unions) most of the emphasis is on the Protestant clergy "because of their 
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greater freedom to involve themselves in social and political activities". He 

concludes that the number of clergymen who have been Communists or persistent fellow 

travelers has been minute and he estimates that out of 500,000 ordained clergymen ©} 
since 1930 perhaps only 25 of these remain within the Communist apparatus, and most 

of them are not serving pulpits. He insists that the real danger involving Communism 

has always been the mistaking of genuine passionate concern for social justice with 
conspiratorial activities and that the far more serious and pressing problem is one 

of “apathy and complecency and a disquieting lack of social zeal". Profusely docu- 

mented this is a book for the scholar and student, not for those seeking titillating 
revelations of treason in high places. (1C:60-10941)

Howe, Henry F. Harper 
MASSACHUSETTS: There She Is-~B8ehold Her $5.95 


Henry Howe may well be a fine country doctor, but he's no poet, and what he 
has set out to do needs the quality of poetry to lift it out of the commonplace. His 
narration should beguile, his description lure the reader ever onward to the vista of 
rustic town or the tang of salt shore. But they don’t -- or at least not this reader. 
There are about Howe's presentation a dryness that does not compare with the dry air 
of a woodland autumn, a coldness less impersonal than a Gloucester winter. In trying 
to cover a diverse area -- history, geography, archaeology, population, and the whole 
gamut-- over three centuries of eventful time, he has sacrificed much of the Bay 
State's real charm.

A brilliantiy successful and heroic effort to present to the educated lay- 
man all the major developments and trends in modern science in understandable terms. 
Probably only Isaac Asimov could have done this. His instinct for lucid explanation 
makes him one of America's greatest scientist-expositors, for all ages. With an un- 
canny sense of proportion (he knows what to leave out as well as what to include), he 
has written a magnificent survey of the history of science, which weaves into a whole 
the significant contributions of some 500 master investigators in every field. His 
dependably felcitous style is carefully controlled because of the scope, which would 
have terrified a lesser man. But the real secret of his success- his superb sense of 
organization- is more evident here than in his other books. In only 16 chapters he 
presents his story of the questions man has asked about the Universe, the World, Life. 
He reveals scientists’ investigations of the secrets of Life in seven chapters:- he 
Moiecule, The Proteins, The Ce.., Micro-organisms, The Human Body, The Species and 
The Humcn ¥.nd. Carefully integrated sub-headings relate the supporting evidence 
relevant to his explanations. His discussions of Aspects of the Universe and the 
Inorganic World follow the same highly integrated pattern. Throughout, the text of- 
fers a fabulous array of historical facts, the latest ideas, the newest discoveries 
in every area of science. Its more than 1000 pages and hundreds of photographs and 
original drawings can provide any reader, with a minimal interest in science, real _ 
illumination, leads for further investigation and inspiration. There is an introduct- 
ion by George W. Beadle.

Horan, James D. Crown 
C.S.S. SHENANDOAH $4.00 


In this factual book the prolific author of The Great American West, etc., 
writes of the exploits of the last Confederate cruiser, Shenandoah, who fired the last 
shot in the Civil War off Siberia seven months after the war ended; included also in 
the book is the account of the voyage by her captain, Lieutenant Commander James Waddell, =e 
here published in complete form for the first time. Shenandoah, formerly the Sea King, 
a beautiful British merchantman, was purchased in England in the fall of 1864 by Captain 
James D. Bulloch, the Northerner who built the Confederate Navy, who renamed and re-out- 
fitted her and sent her to sea over bitter protests from the American ambassador, Adams. 
Captained by Waddell, a competent but stern man, she ranged the seas, destroying Yankee 
shipping. Welcomed warmly in Australia, she sailed again, this time for the Arctic, 
where she routed the New Bedford whaling fleet, in one week capturing 24 of 58 whalers 
and sinking 20 more -- and firing the last shot in the Civil War. Waddell, on the 
American West Coast, was planning a raid on San Francisco when word of Lee's surrender 
reached him, in August, 1865; spiking his guns, he sailed to Liverpool, where in Novem- 
ber he hauled down the Confederate flag. Shenandoah captured 38 ships, burned 32, took 
1,053 prisoners, and inflicted $1,361,983 in damage on unarmed Yankee shipping; some 
years later England settled the Shenandoah claims for $15,000,000. Waddell's account 
of his voyage is disappointingly dull and there is little of sea adventure in the rest 
of the book; it is, however, a valuable addition to the sea-records of the Civil War 
and will appeal to nautical historians and sea-going Civil War devotees. Average 
readers will find it on the dull side. (LC: 60-16922) 


Fredericks, Pierce Dutton 
THE GREAT ADVENTURE $4.75 


Another excellent book is added to the growing parade of volumes dealing with 
the First World War. This one, a popular history, gives a concise, over-all picture of 
America's part in the conflict, at home, at sea, and overseas. The causes of our entry 
into the War---Lusitan-a, the spies, the Zimmermann telegram, etc.---are discussed 
briefly. Then the draft starts, the divisions called "Big Red One" or "Rainbow" go 
over to France. Black Jack Pershing and Admiral Sims become the leaders not only in 
the conflict with the Germans, but in staff disputes with the Allies. The battles-- 
Chateau-Thierry, Argonne--are discussed with an eye to strategy. So are the convoy 
fights against U-Boats at sea. New fangled flying warfare has a chapter of its own. 
And always, back in the United States, the political scene and the social scene are 
made to keep a steady background to the War. A very good, very enjoyable book--- 
right up through the signing of the Armistice!

The story of the tragic voyage of Tahiti Nui, under the inspiration of Eric 
de Bisschop, was told in his own story and published in 1959 by McDowell, Obolensky 
(see p. 309- 1959 bulletins- for report). While the story in its essentials was the 
true story, so far as it went, de Bisschop's physical condition during much of the 
writing- and his desire to put the best light possible on the venture- made for some 
glossing over of events, some inaccuracies of reportage. Bengt Danielsson has recorded 
for Alain Bruin, a member of the ill-fated expedition, what would seem to be a definitive 
record. It is not a pretty tale- this tale of dissension among members of the party, of 
hardships and disasters, of incredible fortitude on the part of even the most dissident 
crew members, and of the day by day efforts to achieve the impossible goal; a round trip 
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by bamboo raft from Tahiti to South America and back again. To the insatiable who 
cannot get enough of the books of the fon Tiki genre, here is another candidate.

Yet he manages very well to 
convey, with directness and sensitivity, a broad historical perspective on what is 
happening in the musical world today. “Musical composition during the first half of 
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our century", he says, "was vigorously alive partly because of the amount of controversy 
it was able to arouse". He has assembled, for the permanent record, a collection of his 
earlier essays, speeches, and articles, together with some valuable new material, to 
illustrate why he believes this controversy should not be allowed to wither, leaving 
modern music to the apathetic and the jazz buffs. "Every concert", he proposes, "should a 
deliberately have an element challenging to an audience". He emphatically denies the 
prevalent notion that contemporary music has dwindling box-office power. "If nobody 
likes modern music, why do the record makers foolishly continue to issue it?" He cites 
statistics concerning performances, publication, and broadcasting of works by Britten, 
Schonberg, and their peers; he delves into the popularity of Latin American modernists; 
he explores the contrasting values of the classics and their meaning to present-day 
composers. Above all, he states, "We badly need an enlarged system of musical symbols

* This is a rare, remarkable and brilliantly clear discussion of the essentials 
of contemporary American democracy- a subject that has needed just this kind of clari- 
fication. While the opening pages are a bit difficult, once past them the argument is 
succinctly and forcefully developed. The author deals with the most prevalent chronic 
complaints about conflict between theory and practice, and points up the urgent need to 
re-define the classic concept of what we mean by "democracy". Schattschneider, a pro- 
fessor of political science at Wesleyan (Connecticut), presents a most astute view of 
how we must regard our political system if we are to maintain it. Every effort should 
be made to press this analysis, for it gives, in the simplest possible terms, the means 
by which we may come to grips with the problems that beset us as a nation. "Political 
research is never better than the theory of politics on which it is based". We have 
been conditioned to accept certain theories which this writer maintains no longer oper- 
ate. His theories as he develops them challenge our lazy thinking and stand head and 
shoulders above the usual pat statements of American democracy. Never have we needed 
to clarify our thinking as we do now. ‘This should reach students from High School level 
on- citizen study groups- voters who need to know what they are voting for. Clear verbal 
guides to interpretation of diagrams (yet to be seen) help carry the substance of the 
text to the average reader. This is the kind of book that will reward individual read- 
ing and promoting by word of mouth.

CHINA CROSSES THE YALU $6.95 


Mr. Whiting has written that rare book - one free from political inference | 
concerning a political act. China's decision is viewed against the background of 
the problems and complexities of a fledgling Communist government and the book is 
as close an inside view as is possible to obtain without access to Red Chinese 
government sources. The decision to enter North Korea by the leaders of the Chinese 
government marked China as a real force in international relations, one that she had 
ceased to be. Naturally it was fraught with serious after effects: close affiliation 
with Russia; crystallization of the strict Marxist position; a death struggle with 
the West; and most important, China's role as the image of the Saviour in the East a- 
gainst historical"foreign domination". Whiting also handles other offshoots of China's 
entering the Korean war, for example, the concept of limited war. This is a capable 
work, penetrating, and with a feel for the Realpolitik of China's decisions. It is 
certain to raise many questions among serious students of world Communism.

PETER FREUCHEN'S ADVENTURES IN THE ARCTIC $4.95 


When Peter Freuchen died suddenly in 1957, his third wife, Dagmar, carried 
out to completion his work of assembling the best of his writings of a lifetime in 
which Arctic travel dates back to the earliest years of this century.

The supreme tact of Eskimo 
women, in keeping with their tradition of being powers-behind-thrones, is another 
thing that evoked undisguised admiration from Freuchen, whose first wife was an Eskimo 
by whom he had two children. Considerable skill has gone into making this informative 
and absorbing story come to life.

Bergman, Ingmar Simon & Schuster 
FOUR SCREENPLAYS OF INGMAR BERGMAN $6.00 


No member of the movie industry, has, in the past years, made as much of 
en impact on the international audience as has Swedish, author-producer-director, 
Ingmar Bergman. Rich in metaphysical overtones, his films have been acclaimed both 
for their visual intensity and their literary content. But the complex nature of 
his technique has given rise to a certain bafflement on the part of viewers, an 
obscurity, which to a large extent, this collection relieves. In presenting the 
scenario of Smiles of a Summer Night (a comedy), The Magician (a parable), Wild 
Strawberries (a symbolic drama), and The Seventh Seal (an apocalyptic passion), one 
is impressed with the utter dramatic clarity of Bergman's concepts.

Illustrated by photographs taken by Sewall Pettingill, the author's ornitholo- 
gist husband, for Walt Disney's "True Life Adventure Series", this travel-book-out-of 
the-ordinary, tells of the couple's adventures photographing end collecting birds, par- 
tricularly penguins, in the Falkland Islands in 1953. Few tourists reach the treeless 
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and storm-swept Falklands, 800 miles from Antarctica, the remotest of British crown 
colonies, a naval base and an ornithologist's paradise. Half of the 2500 human in- 
habitants live an anything but primitive life in the capital, Stanley, the others ©@ 
on outlying islands, with the non-human inhabitants: sheep, sea-lions, which terri- 
fied the author, and birds: albatross; dangerous, lightning-quick skuas; gulls; 
shags or cormorants -- and penguins, gentoos, 30 inches high; jackass penguins, 
nesting underground; rock-hoppers. Bird-cries and the smell of birds permeate the 
book, the odor of regurgitated shrimps with which penguins stuff their young, and 

of chicks killed by skuas. Albatross and shags perform strange dances; "teen-age" 
penguins dip reluctant feet in surf; penguins “porpoise” on waves; a moulting 
penguin colony is “like a thousand feather pillows ripped open.” There is discom- 
fort in the book and some danger, and also the delight of sudden sunlight in the 
midst of storms -- and the constant kindness of strangers.

Zen Buddhism “though considered a religion by its followers, has no sacred 
scriptures whose words are law; no fixed canon; no rigid dogma; no Savior or Divine 
Being through whose favor or intercession one's eventual salvation is assured." Its 
ultimate enlightenment (a high degree of self-knowledge) brings with it a deep and 
lasting conception and comprehension of one's place in the totality of the universe. 
The unique quality of Zen and of all the arts which it has inspired is “a profoundly 
startling simplicity. There is a complete lack of the wnessential and a marvelously 
refreshing directness." It is the unbending effort of Zen masters to force their 
students beyond the “eternally dualistic and dialectic pattern of thinking" through 
rigid discipline and the personal solving of koans - the seemingly nonsensical philo- 
sophical riddles without logic. The preceptual basis of Zen is antithetical to philo- 
sophizing and conceptualizing; for its goal is the "immediate, unreflected grasp of 
reality, without affective contamination and intellectualization, the realization of 
the relation of myself to the Universe."

A book for the home gardener- and the indoor gardener- directed primarily 
to the amateur. Opening chapters cover the usual basic information on how to grow- 
how to propagate- problems and pests and what to do about them. But the ten chapters 
which form the heart of the book deal with different kinds of begonias, their use, 
nomenclature and specific information regarding them. Lists, divided into categories 
and grouped for beginners or for advanced growers, come under each of these chapter 
headings rather than (as is more usual) at the end. Flower shows and use in decora- 
ting wind up the main book, while an appendix contains something of the organizations, 
a reading list, and sources from which to acquire begonias. There will be four full 
color photographs and twenty two in black and white, plus 11 line drawings.

The Phoenix Nest was originally William Rose Benet's column, described by 
Martin Levin as "an eyrie pitched in the family tree of FPA's Conning Tower, Don Mar- 
quis's Lantern and George S. Kaufman's Mail Chute”. It was revived two years ago in 
the Saturday Review by Martin Levin and represents what he calls "a miscellany of 
humorists writing mainly for their own delight in forms that are personal, casual and 
brief". Probably the most common characteristic of all these selections in their 
brevity but they strike a wide variety of humorous poses, from the limerick to the 
parody to the personal reminiscence, and they include a vast number of contributors - 
George 5S. Kaufman, Howard Lindsay, Ben Hecht, reter De Vries, Ogden Nash, Edmund Wilson, 
Harry Golden, Marc Connelly, James Thurber, Peter Viereck - to mention only the more 
recognizable names. There are, unquestionably, some obviously amusing selections here, 
for example, A Remembrance of Things Proust, by Evelyn Dorr; parodies on Faulkner, the 
Readers' Digest, science-fiction; a Hollywood treatment of Ulysses; and an improbable 
taxi ride in Manhattan. But for the most part, many of these bits and pieces (often 
occasioned by items in the newspapers, advertisements, fads), though they may be of 
timely interest in a magazine, seem of dubious appeal and value in book form.

GREAT WESTERN INDIAN FIGHTS 


In a way a companion volume to The American Indian Wars, (see p. 849) this 
anthology by the Washington, D.C., members of "The Westerners", an organization of 
enthusiasts of the Old West, presents a series of accounts of Indian battles west of 
the Mississippi from 1832 and the fight at Pierre's Hole to the Ghost Dance and the 
tragedy at Wounded Knee in 1891. As is inevitable in a collection of this sort the 
book suffers from unevenness, both in the selection and presentation of its material. 
Some of the chapters are excellent, such as those by Robert Utley on the Custer battle 
and by Roy E. Appleton on the Bozeman Trail fights; the Fetterman fight (not mentioned 
in The American Indian Wars), the Hayfield Fight and the Wagonbox Fight; other chapters 
smack of scripts for T.V. “westerns”. Although there are lengthy accounts of minor 
engagements, such as those at Adobe Walls, the most important and controversial battle 
of all, that at Sand Creek in 1864, is barely mentioned, an astonishing omission. 

(Sand Creek is given lengthy if questionable treatment in American Indian Wars.) Em- 
phasizing the continuing tragedy of the Western Indian by understatement rather than 
purple prose, this book will be an excellent gift for Western buffs and addicts of 

T.V. westerns; it will appeal in part to professional students of the West. Illustrated.

Encompassing much more than its title implies, this necessarily specula- 
tive account of Russia's concentration on space-age research is based essentially 
upon the author's surveillance of Russian language sources. As such, it is a sober @ 
and informed analysis of Soviet statements and accomplishments. It is properly 
critical not only of Soviet boastfulness, but also of America's lagging in what the 
author feels must be recognized as a-rogket and missile “race”. He shows clearly 
why the Russians have a distinct lead by means of a historical description of their 
early interest in rocketry and the especial efforts of their not yet well-known 
enough rocket pioneer, Konstantin Tsiolkovky (1857-1935), whose early writings and 
theorizing has sparked the modern Russian scientific imagination. Also valuable to 
the American reader will be the debunking of a number of myths including the caliber 
of Russian talent. We are told of their education techniques, their emphasis on the 
submarine future warfare, their space accomplishments, and their hopes. Another 
easily digested book from which a warning can be taken.

SEX IN MAN AND WOMAN: [ts Emotional Variations $h..50 


With social commentators deploring the disappearing line of distinction 
between the sexes, with advertising promising to restore the distinguishing charac- 
teristics of masculinity and femininity, it is refreshing to find a voice which as- 
serts that the difference is still very much in evidence. In fact, Theodor Reik, 
author of Of Love and Lust, asserts it is a difference which is basic and as constant 
as the sun. In an informal text, the Viennese psychoanalyst draws richly on his many 
years of experience presenting instances from infancy to senility in which man and 
woman, in their typical response, manifest that which is proper to their sex, as in a 
humorous example of a girl child's flirtatiousness, an example of masculine fetishism, 
the temptations to which each sex succumbs, sublimation in men and women. Here Dr. © 
Reik does not employ the tools of scientific measurement or precision. Rather he 
focuses the breadth of his experience, the depth of his humanism upon observed be- 
havior, and,in a manner thoroughly Viennese in its heavy-handed playfulness, reas- 
sures his reader that the Phoenix still defiantly retains its two heads.

THE DE GAULLE NOBODY KNOWS $5.00 


The De Gaulle \Ncbody Knows unfortunately turns out too often to be the De 
Gaulle everybody knows. Nevertheless, popular biographer Alden Hatch has produced a 
slick, sprightly work, worth reading even if it revesls nothing very penetrating about 
the austere French President. Although ketch obvicusly intended his portrait to be a 
sympathetic one, the picture of De Gaulle that emerges as forcefully as ever is one of 
arrogance, intransigence and egotism. "I am France”, proclaims De Gaulle as a boy and 
the book gives no reason to believe that later he ever doubted his statement. It is 
easy to sympathize with the wartime Allied leeders about whom De Gaulle buzzed like a 
pesky fly they were too busy to swat. According to Hatch, FDR never got over his im- 
pression of De Gaulle as an adventurer without any real following. However, it is 
apparent from this work that De Gaulle was always well ahead of other French military 
thinkers and he needed all the intransigence and egotism he could muster to keep France 
at least theoretically a major power. The recent return of a mellowed De Gaulle obvious- 
ly saved France from a coup d'etat or civil war, Hatch believes, but he is somewhat 
dubious about the Fifth Kepublic beacuse its constitution is so patently tailored to 
its leader. But then, the author concludes, the American Constitution was once regard- 
ed in France as of dubious merit because it was felt to be so obviously designed for 
George Washington.

This: is an anthology of American pragmatism. It includes long and carefully 
selected excerpts from the works of William James, Charles S. Peirce, Oliver Wendell 
Holmes, John Dewey, George Herbert Mead, Percy W. Bridgman, C.I. Lewis, Horace M. Kallin 
and Sidney Hook. It even includes some pieces by Emerson because both James and Holmes 
acknowledged the great influence of his thought on their own. The editors state empha- 
tically that "pragmatists as a group are not adherents to a doctrine, but proponents of 
a method... people have come to it with widely differing backgrounds and because of the 
diversity of their interests, they have interpreted and applied the theory in many dif- 
ferent ways". ‘This book gives the impression of an attempt to revive interest in "the 
American dream", at a moment when that dream may perhaps be fading into a sad reality. 
This is a noble attempt. Unfortunately the sections chosen have no popular charm at all, 
and will appeal only to professional philosophers and academicians who probably already 
know the authors' works in full.

Walter Teller has combed the records and made up a quintet of memoirs 
penned by early nineteenth-century American merchantship masters, representative of 
"that typically American phenomenon, the entire man, the'man of action and amateur 
of the arts." All these works were published in small editions iate in the careers 
of each man; ail but Captain Slocum's writings have long since been out of circula- 
tion. Teller chose these five because they encompass the best material provided by 
captain-writers from first to last. Amasa Delano, born in 1763, began a reporting 
trend exemplified by Edmund Fanning, Richard Cleveland, George Coggeshali, and having 
its unusually apparent literary ending with the journals of Joshua Slocum, who had 
been born in 1844. Freighters, as such, were unknown at that time; each man had to 
create his own expeditions and arrange for his own cargoes. Although some of them 
undertook an occasional sealing venture, none were whalers, preferring the unofficial 
status of agents plenipotentiary, devoting themselves to the cause of free trade. For 
an average capital outlay of $8,000, their voyages brought returns ranging from 
$60,000 to $120,000 -- unless they lost everything in a wreck or capture, as frequent- 
ly happened. The average age for taking command of a ship in those days was 2h. 
Short on education, but long on a keen desire for knowledge, they observed and re- 
corded all they encountered, in the crisp manner of log-book entries, with details 


concerning ports reached, persons met, and action on the seas. "They had great ex- | 
perience; they knew they had had it; and they did not doubt the nature of their 
reality...They were paladins of indeterminism, Yankee style."

MARK TWAIN ON THE LECTURE CIRCUIT $6.00 


Samuel Clemens, "who was always partly Tom Sawyer", made his first public 
Speech at school in Hannibal, Mo. Recitation of verses and "compositions" were ©@ 
weekly commonplaces in the town square, and young Sam starred in company with Will 
Nash and others who were to grow famous. His career as a storyteller dates from his 
attempts to liven up those Friday afternoons. At one time he entertained the idea 
of studying for the ministry, believing that sermons would be more attractive if 
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preachers would learn the art of public speaking. His offer of a job from the Virginia 
City Territorial Enterprise saved him from the pulpit at the crucial moment. The lyceum 
circuit, a wholly American development from scholarly European pretentions, was the per- 
fect background for Twain's versatility. "He was not merely a jester, but an earnest 


advocate of theories philosophical, historical, political and humane". Fatout has traced 


Twain's travels by the path of his formal speaking engagements, with stops along the 
way for an occasional after-dinner speech. Highlights from all of Twain's early career, 
and the period during which he gathered material for his best books, are woven together 
with vitality and erudition: Fatout's writing smacks of a love of the flavor of long 
words that belied Twain's folksy constructions. Reading this book is a splendid way 
to make friends with Twain for the first time, but it is sufficiently substantial to 
attract old fans and owners of Twain and Americana home libraries.

MYSTICISM AND PHILOSOPHY $7.50 


An enormously long and opinionated philosophical examination of a subject 
which, as the author and most of his quoted sources admit, is "paradoxical and inef- 
fable"- i.e. impossible to get at, either through logic or words. The book begins 
somewhat defensively with a chapter entitled "The Enquiry is Worthwhile" and then pro- 
ceeds to examine mystical experience in various cultures and religions, with a view 
to discovering whether all mystical experiences are basically the same. It defines 
two types: the Extrovertive (which sees Oneness in a multiplicity of things) and the 
Introvertive (the Unitary Consciousness; the One; the Void; Pure Consciousness); con- 
cluding that the first may be merely a lower order of the second. The closely-reasoned 
language of philosophy sits oddly on the ineffable, mind empty of all reason; and the 
stammering voices of the many who have, apparently, achieved this state, gives the 
book an inadvertent sense of the kind of mind-state they escaped; the rational exam- 
ination which, while it reveals many fascinating facts, opinions and guesses, never- 
theless leaves that central silence as remote and puzzling as ever. Hallucination? 
Wish for escape? or some other genuine level of consciousness? One may, as here, ap- 
proach it with many rational tests-- the experience remains isolated and inexplicable. 
The book's approach and style suits it chiefly for patient and already- interested 
readers.

| AMERICAN PAINTERS IN PARIS $5.95 


Benjamin West, according to Bizardel, was the first American painter who felt 
it necessary to go to Europe for study. In 1760, when revolutionary rumblings could be 
heard everywhere, West went first to Rome, then to London by way of France. His stop 
in Paris was brief and unsatisfactory; his was not typical of the reaction of other 
American artists who over the years found their way to France for all manner of adven- 
tures. Bizardel appears to have sifted personal papers of several generations of travel- 
ing artists: he offers intimate biographical details in considerable profusion, and all 
the most famous are mentioned -- John Copley, who settled in London; Whistler and his 
terrible temper; John Singer Sargent; Winslow Homer, less Europe-influenced than any, 
and Berthe Morisot and Mary Cassatt (or Stevenson), who were the first women to exhibit 
at the Paris Salon, are all personalities who take shape here. Samuel F.B. Morse, who 
painted a full-length portrait of the Marquis de Lafayette, is contrasted with Robert 
Fulton, who also had some artistic aspirations at one time. This is not a contemporary 
book. It deals principally with American painters who worked and studied in France be- 
fore the present century. The author does not make clear just why he stopped there, but 


the impression one gets is that few Americans of note have gone to the Continent in recent 


years. One would almost suspect, in fact, that Bizardel thinks there have been no inm- 
portant American painters of late. Gniueves the case, this is a reasonably pleasant and 
informative salute to the men and women who were in the forefront of American painting 
tradition for several centuries, during the time when French training was the vogue.

The wheels of progress grind slowly, especially where governments, industry 
pressure groups, and huge expenditures are concerned. The story of the St. Lawrence 
Seaway began to take shape in 1932, when Canada opened the Welland Canal, first means 
for letting the ships of the world into the center of the continent. The last major 
segment, the St. Lawrence Canals, opened in the spring of 1959, is far from the last 
chapter of this imposing industrial saga. Mabee has carefully analyzed (and docu- 
mented) the reasons why the Seaway was so long a-building; he is somewhat critical of 
the delaying tactics on both sides of the national fence.

The Napoleon of the book auction rooms of the English speaking world was 
an unconventional bibliomaniac, who in his 76 years, revolutionized book collecting 
in the US. His purchases were front page news - a First Folio of Shakespeare, a 
Gutenberg Bible, A Bay Psalm Book, the manuscript of Alice in Wonderland. And in the 
course of his career he made himself into a legend (some of the details are refuted 
in this record - and some are amplified). Written and printed family papers, business 
papers, etc. provide the skeleton for the biography, but the intimate close-up of the © 
man himself, his essential quality, relationship with his socially conservative and 
pious Philadelphia Jewish family, his problems with his brother Philip, a partner in 
his business - all this could only come out of first hand knowledge. A superb portrait 
emerges, although the personal and human side is in the final analysis subordinated to 
the career as a rare book dealer. The Rosenbach Foundation may be considered his 
monument to scholarship in this country. But his permanent place was made in his role 
of "making bibliographiles of others". Anyone who cares about books - and bookmanship 
- will find this irresistibly good reading. To those only superficially concerned, 
it may seem overlong and overladen with the details of the search for the treasure, 
and the machinery of its acquisition, though for them too this endearing portrait of 
a — figure of our times is good biographical adventure.

Jennison, Keith | THE AMERICAN INDIAN WARS $4.95 


An uneven and at times badly documented book tells of the long and bloody 
wars, covering nearly four centuries and the whole of this country, wars by which 
the whites drove out the Indians from their lands and homes. The authors end with 
a plea that the dispossessions and persecutions, which still continue, must be 
stopped. Unlike the somewhat similar Great Western Indian Fights (see review p. 845) 
this book treats of the wars as a whole, from the time of Massasoit to the massacre 
at Wounded Knee, a tale of atrocities on both sides, but with the Whites responsible 
for most of them. In its first two-thirds- the best part of the book- the authors 
tell of wars east of the Mississippi:- The Seven Years War, Pontiac's War, Jackson's @ 
war of extermination against the peace-loving Seminoles, etc. To a non-authority 
these accounts seem reasonably accurate. This can no longer be claimed, once the 
authors take their story across the Mississippi, where disagreements with the best 
established authorities, omissions which cause imbalance, and occasional errors of 
fact make one pause about endorsement of the authenticity of the book as a whole. 
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One could list example after example, but this might only create an issue that could go 
on interminably, so varied are the interpretations put upon this area of our history. 
The Bibliographical Notes - important in sustaining the authors' statements- would sug- 
gest that dependence on too few and sometimes questionable sources can only compound 
the errors. It is unfortunate that a book which contains much good material in a form 
that makes it readily accessible should be subject to this kind of criticism by season- 
ed historians.

--is a journalistic, unofficial biography of Wernher von Braun in which is 
documented many of the significant events that have occurred in the development of 
missile and space technology. Von Braun is seen through the eyes of an unabashed ad- 
mirer who traces his hero's life (mainly through secondary sources--though he knows him 
as a friend) from his early years in Berlin where he attached sky rockets to his coaster 
wagon, through his work on the V-2s at Peenemunde, his giving up of himself and his 
missile men to American troops, to his cuccesses as leader of the Army missile team at 
"Rocket City, U.S.A." (Redstone Arsenal, Huntsville, Ala.), where he was instrumental 
in orbiting Explorer I, the first American earth satellite. There is much interesting 
recent missile history here, including details of the inter-service rivalries that no 
doubt had much to do with preventing the U.S. from beating the Russians into orbit.

With the War of 1812 as his bese of operations, the author of this detailed 
book, an economist, historian, corporation consultant. and author of many similar books 
and articles, here presents a detailed study of the causes of war and the means by which 
future wars may be prevented. The volune deals in part with the same era as that covered 
by Chancellor Robert R, Livingston. (see p.836) Stating that the causes of war lie in 
the leaders of the countries involved and thet "at the root of war is man's reluctance 
to face and adjust to reality", the author illustrates his thesis with an account of how 
America, as in 1917 and 1941, was sucked into a vortex of European conflict, the wars 
between France and England of the late 15th and early 19th centuries. This road to war, 
however, was a long one. France sent the incredible Genet to pull America into war, and 
in the X.Y.Z. affair demanded bribes as surety against attack; England incited Indian 
attacks on American settlers and impressed American seamen; both countries made and broke 
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treaties, but because of the wisdom of men such as Jefferson and Hamilton, these 

things did not lead to war. In 1812 Madison, less wise, made the unhappy decision 

of declaring war on England, exactly why no one knows today, but it was a war that © 
could have been avoided; in a long final chapter on "conclusions" the author, point- 

ing to this far from inspiring conflict, pleads for a better understanding of the 

causes of war on the part of today's statesmen. This scholarly volume should be re- 
quired reading for U.N. delegates, cabinet ministers, Congressmen and presidential 

candidates, but because of its unfortunately heavy-handed style it will probably 

find its chief appeal among students and teachers of early American political and 

economic history and of modern politics.

GETTING STARTED WITH RHODODENDRONS AND AZALEAS $h. 95 


Dr. Clarke, nurseryman and an authority on rhododendrons, writes here 
primarily for the amateur in this area, who is in other directions an experienced 
gardener. His information is pertinent to every phase of the subject:- the locale 
most receptive to this culture, the compensations for unfavorable conditions, the 
emphasis on How to grow them rather than on What to grow. And the stress on factors 
that are different:- the shallow rooting, the acid soil requirements, the use of 
nitrogen in ammonium form. With these factors established he covers the usual 
routine:- origin, use and requirements of exposure, etc., cultivation, fertilization, 
pest control, and finally specimens and varieties for different purposes. Much of 
the information is unexpectedly vital for the grower, who may take too much for 
granted, and much is useful for the gardener, who is planning an overall picture and 
wants to fit rhododendrons and azaleas into it. The 72 photographs should add im- 
mensely to the value of the excellent text.

IN HARD TIMES: Reformers among the Late Victorians $7.50 


The discrediting of the Victorian outlook during the Edwardian period and 
on to World War I was, according to this authority, a result of mis-reading of 
English history. It was not until the world began to relax between the wars, that 
perspective was achieved and the residual benefits of the good done by the reform 
movements of the Victorian era assessed. Between 1865 and 1903 a major social trans- 
formation had taken place, and then came a period of depression. This book shows 
the transitional period when reformers flourished; the groundwork was laid for today's 
welfare society in the days of Disraeli, Gladstone, Florence Nightingale, Bernard Shaw 
and others. The greatest good to come from this period was the definition of social 
and governmental abuses as set apart from natural conditions; previously accepted 
inferences of determinism were cast aside. Sprightly writing and clever line drawings 
make this a welcome addition to the history shelves, and scholars will feel that 
tapping of new basic sources gives an authentic note.

This account of the facts which resulted in President Johnson's impeachment 
by Congress concentrates exclusively on this segment of his career. As such it suf- ® 
fers in its portraits of some of history's more colorful figures- the fiery Radicals 
Thaddeus Stevens and Charles Sumner, the demonic Secretary of War- Edwin Stanton, and 
the robust Andrew Johnson himself. Lacking the characterizations for high drama, 
and this the impeachment was, we are left with a mild picture of the political shenan- 
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igans between President and Congress. Johnson, the author states, was an honest man, 
far from the drunkard he was thought to be, who regrettably enough lacked the political 
hand. Consequently he became the victim of the passions unleashed by a handful of 
Radicals freed from Lincoln's strength. His one saving grace was that he believed and 
defended the Lincolnian idea of preservation of the union at all cost. Whether he did 
just that in view of the Radical successes in Reconstruction the author leaves to other 
historians. He attempts to "set the record straight" without benefit of fresh insight 
into the case against the 17th President. As such, it serves as a documentation of

Those people (and they are many) who consider the limerick a flowering of 
English-speaking popular culture will rejoice in the appearance of this book. It 
contains a brief history of the limerick by Bennett Cerf, delightful drawings by 
Saxon, and pages and pages of limericks--some of them old favorites but quite a few 
of them surprisingly unfamiliar. Some have been taken from older anthologies, some 
have been contributed to Mr. Cerf's column The Cerf Board in the magazine section of 
the Herald-Tribune, and whenever possible Mr. Cerf has given credit to the authors 
involved (with the exception of his own efforts). Devotees of the form will no doubt 
recognize some rather improper limericks that have been changed by Mr. Cerf to make 
them suitable for family reading. One or two of them may still cause intelligent 
children to ask embarrassing questions, but all of the limericks in this collection 
are genuinely funny.

THE FEDERALIST ERA: 1789-1801 $5.00 


A volume in Harper's "New American Nation" series, this book by the author 
of Alexander Hamilton, Portrait in Paradox is a meticulously detailed and annotated 
study of this country's struggles in an era of early political turmoil. Led by Alex- 
ander Hamilton, John Adams, and others, the Federalists, the party in power, had 
engineered the adoption of the Constitution and the election of Washington as presi- 
dent; they believed in a strong central government, a national bank under Hamilton, ~ 
secretary of the Treasury, and the growth of industries. The agrarian Anti-Federal- 
ists or "Republicans" (not at all like today's G.O.P.), under Thomas Jefferson and 
James Madison, both Virginians, hated Hamilton and his bank and believed in the im- 
portance of agriculture over industry and of states' rights, Virginian in particular, 
over those of a centralized government. From their vituperations a nation was born. 
Denounced by the Republicans as a "secret traitor to his country", Washington served 
two terms with honor and was replaced by Adams; Hamilton funded the national debt and 
established the national credit; laws were passed, speeches made, industries flour- 
ished, and French and English meddling in domestic affairs did not lead to war. By 
1800, when "Republican" Jefferson defeated Adams in an incredibly squalid presiden- 
tial campaign, the Constitution had become a workable "instrument of government", 
and Adams, by his last act naming John Marshall as Chief Justice, set his own mark 
on the Federalist era. A book for historians only, this authentic study of a com- 
plicated era will appeal to students of the legal, political and financial begin- 
nings of this country, and should find a place in all libraries of the period. Aver- 
age readers, even those with a penchant for history, may find it soporific. Illus- 
trated.

JERUSALEM AND ROME: The Writings of Josephus $4.00;Paper $1.45 


Josephus - to the modern reader - is a name of a Jewish historian who 
lived at the time of St. Paul. Beyond that few other than scholars know much about 
him or his writings. Now the Professor of Jewish History at Brandeis has retrans- 
lated, selected and presented the heart of Josephus' writings, and set them in a 
frame of reference so that the man and his times give greater significance to the 
powerful record of Rome's expanding empire, with of course special reference to 
Palestine. Josephus in recording the rise of Roman might and the fall of Jerusalem 
insists on his own objective truth, read today one senses his bias, his inconsisten- 
cies, his compromises in the interest of his own position in Rome. But his descript- 
ions of the battles between the mighty Romans and the relatively unarmed Jews who 
refused to bow to Caesar are masterful, vivid and moving. His attempts to persuade 
the Jews to surrender to the inevitable before they are slaughtered and their city 
destroyed prove in vain. The crucifixion of thousands is tragically portrayed, though 
Josephus himself escaped. To read this first hand account of all conquering Rome and 
the Jews defending their tiny kingdom to the bitter end and maintaining their right 
to religious freedom is to recognize again the iron strength of a whole people. Coming 
so close to the publication of the Kimches' A Clash of Destinies (Praeger- see report 
p. 656) this has a quality of immediacy. While Josephus has been translated and ex- 
cerpted before, this new presentation is geared to a wider range of interests for 
laymen as well as students.
